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DETAILED ACTION 
Applicant's response to a request for information 

Applicant's response to the request for information is inadequate. The inventors' 
have claimed to be unaware of the invention being offered for sale or actually sold prior 
to March 16, 2000 and yet inventors have intimate knowledge (enough to swear behind 
a reference) of a production database, which was up and running on May 22, 2000. 
The examiner finds it hard to believe that somewhere between March 16, 2000 and May 
22, 2000, the product was offered for sale, was sold, and developed to a working 
production database. The examiner does not believe that it would be a huge burden to 
look up the contracts, statements of work and start up dates. A positive statement that 
the invention was not offered for sale or actually sold prior to March 16, 2000 would 
suffice.
